A SPRING PROJECT 

Is one of your spring projects 
laying new floor coverings? If so, 
you are dealing with an area of 
yomr home which is second only 
in area to the walls. In addition, 
it is a relatively permanent In¬ 
stallation. 

Personal preference and practi¬ 
cality are factors which are im¬ 
portant to you in making your 
choice. A color which you won't 
tire of, is an important choice to 
make, if you prefer strong colors. 
But if your color preferences are 
changeable choose one of the 
neutral shades which "go with 
practically everything”. Beiges, 
greys, white and some of the 
greyed golds are excellent. 

Remember that medium tones 
do not show soil marks, foot 
prints and such, nearly as much 
as lighter and deeper tones do. 
Stylized patterns, textures and 
tweeds are good at camouflage. 

Another key note is to use one 
floor covering throughout the 
house to as great an extent as 
possible. It makes a common de¬ 
nominator that lends unity and 
harmony to the decor of your 
home. One room seems to flow 
into another to give the impres¬ 
sion of belonging together, yet 
each room retains its own identity. 
Instead of having a pieced and 
cut-up appearance from different 
floor coverings, the house will 
have an impression of spacious¬ 
ness as you walk through it. 

There is a wide choice of both 
hard-surfaced and soft-surfaced 
materials today. For want of 
■ space we consider just the former 
here— linoleum and vinyl floor¬ 
ings sold in 6, 9 and 12 foot wid¬ 


ths plus the many types of floor 
tiles and the traditional wood 
floorings. 

Sheet goods are most desirable 
for their' seam-free appearance, 
their out-standing color and pat¬ 
tern range which are equally ap¬ 
propriate in any room. They 
adapt beautfully to the overall 
treatment discussed above. They 
are slightly more expensive to in¬ 
stall than tiles. 

Tiles come in many substances, 
and they are easy to handle. 
However, they tend to lend a re- 
gimated appearance to the home. 
Slight Irregularities necessitate ap¬ 
plying them in an alternating 
fashion. 

The new plastic finishes have 
made the ever popular wood 
floorings more care free. The 
hardwoods (oak, maple and birch) 
provide a superior flooring. 

WINDOW CLEANER 

Are your windows sparkling 
clean? If not, here's another 
Spring project for you. If you 
don't mind using a pail or hav¬ 
ing your hands in water, you can 
clean a lot of dirty windows 
economically by mixing your own 
solution in one of two ways: (1) 
Use a little household detergent 
in warm water; (2) use house¬ 
hold ammonia, in either liquid or 
powder form, by adding one 
tablespoon to each quart of warm 
water. 

Wring out a cloth in the sol¬ 
ution and apply to the window, 
then wipe with a dry cloth right 
away. Or apply the solution with 
a chamois or a non-woven fabric.
